4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
recite a power meter and a method of operating a power meter that senses the temperature 
of the power meter and disconnects the power when the meter exceeds a threshold 
temperature. Such a combination is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
The disconnection of power by a meter is generally known. However, such action is not 
performed in response to a meter exceeding a threshold temperature. Boyden teaches a 
system for detecting excessive temperature in a junction box and activates an alarm. A 
junction box, however, does not suggest the use of a system in a power meter.
